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M. Clemenceau’s Visit. 

After three days spent in close consulta- 
tion with Allied Ministers, M. Clemenceau 
has returned, to Paris. An, official 
announcement was issued on. Saturday 
night which states that satisfactory agree- 
ments have been reached on all outstand- 
ing points, and that the “ complete 
solidarity of the Allies" has been con- 
firmed. This assurance is extremely 
gratifying, more especially, perhaps, im 
view of thg fact that Signor Scialoja, the 
Italian Foreign Minister, and Mr. Davis, 
~| the American Ambassador, attended some 
of the conferences. The chief topic of 
discussion seems to have been the economic 
and military position of France. M. 
Loucheur, the French Minister of Recon- 
struction, was summoned specially from 
Paris, and Mr. Austen Chamberlain was 
present at a special conference which had 
as its object the consideration of the French 
exchange. The conversations, however, 
were by no means confined to questions of 
purely Anglo-French importance. The 
problems of the Adriatic were discussed 
‘with Signor Scialoja and Mr. Davis, and 
the Japanese Ambassador was consulted 
in regard to the Russian question. 
Furthermore, the official statement an- 
nounces that peace with Turkey formed 
an important part of the discussions. All 
| the principal Allies were represented, and 
the news that, even on this point, a 
“satisfactory agreement’ was reached is 
extremely welcome. Now, perhaps, some- 
thing wil' be done to make peace with 
Turkey an accomplished fact. The reason 
for the long delay, of course, has been 
the attitude of America. Europe can now 
make up its mind that the Senate will 
not accept a mandate either for Con- 
stantinople, or, what is even of greater 
importance, for Armenia. So far as 
Turkish reconstruction is concerned 
America seems to have done all that she 
intends to do. We are glad, therefore,

He had 
failed to do eo, and the present proceedings be- 
came unavoidable. 

Mr. H. Kennedy, barrister, said that he was 
not instructed to appear for Mr. Blackall, but a 
wire was received on the previous day asking if 
he would be available to appear that morning.

Mr. Blobd said that Mr. Blackall was an old 
practitioner, a member of a highly. respectable 
firm in Limerick. He asked hie lordship to 
make an order that would make Mr. Blackal) 
realise the gravity of the offence. I} appeared 
to him that this was a case for striking off the 
roll. 

The Lord Chancellor said that this was a very 
serious and an extremely painful case, because 
it affected a gentleman who had been in the 
profession since 1875, and who for many yeare 
ocoupied an honourable and high position in his 
profession. He eeemed to have every oppor- 
tunity given to him by the Incorporated Law 
Society to give any explanation, or make some 
suggestion, and this money belonging to his 
client had not been paid, eo that he (Lord 
Chancellor) was forced on the facts to conclude 
that it had been appropriated to his own use. 
The Court in exercising this juriediction must 
have regard to the interesis of the public, of 
the client, and not least of all, to the interest 
ot the honourable profession to which this 
gentleman belonged. If it were once thought 
that an offence of this kind were to be lightly 
passed over the public would lose their con- 
fidence which they justly reposed in the integrity 
and honour of the profession. His lordship was 
placed in a great difficully by reason of the 
fact that this gentleman had not. only failed to 
appear before the Statutory Committee, but was 
not now present to make any suggestion or 
proposal that would give his lordship an oppor- 
tunity of taking a lenient view of the case. 
Under these circumstances his lordship had no 
alternative but to order that his name be 
erased from the roll of the solicitors’ profession.

Mis. Mary Lennot, Bridgéfodt stréct, said 


that she was walking alofig the South Circular 
road at about 3 o'clock oh the Thursday after- 
noon and noticed the deceased girl eycling 
alot on the left side of the road. Two motor 
vehicles overtook her. The leading vehicle 
passed her, but the second knocked her down, 
ahd the aid her cytle went under it. The 
motor cat dtagged her along until it came to 
the White Heather Laundty, where she was left 
on the road, ahd the eyelo was dragged further 
on. When the witness teathed Miss Pearson she 
¢aw that she was dead, She was cycling near 
the footpath, and the motors were going at an 
ofdinary rate of speed. She could not say 
whether the drivefs saw the gitl knocked down, 
Both cars were being driven by soldiérs, and 
there were about five or six yards between the 
leading vehicle and the second one. The vehicles 
were on the loft side of the road. 

Anewering Mr. Joynt, the witness said that 
the road wae clear of other traffic at the time. 
Thera was hothitig to prevent the motors from 
crossing to the other side of the road when 
pasting the dectased girl, She did not hear a 
horn sounded, and Gould not identify the driver 


i 


of the car which khocketl down the girl. 

Answering Major Longfield, the witness said 
that she was abreast of the aeeond vehicle. 

Michael North, living near the scene of the 
accident; depésed to hearing shouting, ‘and on 
coming into the road saw the deceased girl 
lying on the tram track. 

Replying to Mr. Joynt, the witness said that 
it was about seventy yatds from where the car 
stopped to where there were bloodstaine on the 
road. He heard the drivers talking. The driver 
of the cat which was being towed said that he 
did not ask fot the car, as he did not know 
how to drive it, and another driver eid that he 
had no business britging out the car, and that 
he had beeh Having trouble with him all the 
way. The witness identified the drivers. 

Replying to Major. Longfield, the witness said 
that he was in the company wiien this conversa- 
tion took place. He pointed out two drivers, 
Privates Hanna and Oonnatghton, and heard 
Hanna deine té carry on after the accident. 
The witness aid that the blood marks were 
four and a half feet from the kerb; none was 
fearér than that, so far as he noticed. It was 
a measured distance. 

Replying to the Police Inspector, he said that 
when the care went on Hanna was in the front 
car and was not dfiving. 

Private P, Connaughton was cautioned before 
being sworn. He said that he was in the Royal 
Army Service Corps and stationed at Arklow. 
He was driving the leading vehicle, 4 thres-ton 
lorry, aml had driven fram Arklow. He heard 
a shout and looked back. Private Hanna, in 
charge of the second cat, was signalling to him 
to stop. He did so, and saw ea evdle under 
Hanna's car and the déceáscd girl lying about 
fifteen yards behind. He had had eight years’ 
driving experience. He was travelling at about 
eight miles an hour at the time of the accident. 

Replying to thé Police Inapector, the witness 
said that he asked Hanna what was the matter, 
ami he said that he had knocked & lady down. 
When leaving the scene he put another driver 
in charge of the second car, because Hanna 
eaid that he wee too nervous to carry on, The 
witness had never seen Hatma driving a car 
before. He reported the accident on arrival at 
the Royal Barracks. The officer at Arklow put 
Hanha in charge of the towed car. He was 
travelling et from seveh to eight miles an hour, 
and agreed that it was wise to slow down at 
curves when towing. He slowed down at the 


bend where the accident otetitred, and did not - 


observe the young lady until after the accident. 
The conversation refered to by North wes 
correct. 

In reply to the Coroner, he said that Driver 
Hanna was nervous all the time, and did not 
ser to like the job at all, The witness stopped 
about ten or twelve miles from Arklow to make 
an adjustment, and Hanna said then that he 
did not watt to drive. He told Hanna to carry 
of carefully, Hanna had been sent out in 
charge of the second car, and the witness could 
not put another man in Hanna's place. 

To Major Longfield, he said that his orders 
were to keep on the left aide of the road, ao 
that faster overtaking vehicles could pass. The 
driver of the towed cat received his orders from 
an officer, and the witness waa not responsible 
for his (the driver's) competences. 

Dr. C. A. Ramsay MeCay, house surgeon at 
the Meath Hospital, said that the girl was dead 
on admission to the hospital at 2.45 p.m. She 
had suffered extetsive injuries, and death was 
due to complete rupture of the spinal cord, caus- 
ing shock and respiratory cessation. The 
injuries were consistent with the irl having 
been knocked down by a motor vehicle. 

Private K. T. Terry, R.A.8.C., stationed at 
Arklow. the second driver of the leading lorry, 
said that he heard the driver of the second car 
shout, and Comaaughton pulled up, He felt a 
jar at the moment of the shouting, and put it 
down to the second ear driver having applied his 
brakes. These was no defect in the tow cable, 
He did not see the accident. 

Major Lewis Longfield entered the witness box, 
The accident was reported to him, and he 
fousd the brakes of the lorries in perfect order, 
A driver had no power to depose another driver, 
if a men had a War Office certificate thet he 
was competent, then he had to be treated as 
competent, end no regard could be taken of a 
man's like or dislike of a particular job. The 
Army Regulation speed in Dublin was eight 
miles an hour. 

Mr. Joynt suggested that the lorries had made 
a pretty fast journey. 

The witness said that he did not know what 
time they artived in Dublin. They left Arklow 


at 10 a.m, ; 

Mr. Murphy said that he notited the 
tracks of the lorry @ short time after 
the aceoident. The tracks ewerved. into 
within about aig itches of the kerb, There wes 


blood some thirty yards away. The drivers had 
gone by that time, The wheel marks did not 
suggest a skid, 

Mr. Joynt, in addressing the jury, asked them 
to eay that the driving of the vehicles was 
carried out in a moet negligent and improper 
manner, 

Mejor Longfield said that there was no evi- 
dence that the drivers were 
negligent or exceeding their duty. 

The Coroner, in summing up, said that the 
driver Connaughton had no confidence in Hanna 


The 
tow-rope was fixed to one side of the towed car 
only, and this would tend to make it swerve at 
curves, The jury should return a verdict in ao
